MIKES REPORT: International Crystal 


Manufacturing, once one ofthe supplirs of 
crystals for Collins Radio, wil be elosing its 
doors by the end of May. The Oklahoma 
City. company manufactures precision 
crystals, quartz crystals, oscillator, hiters 
and other products and has been in business 
since 1950. 

A letter on the company’s website from 
Royden Precland Jt. WSEMH, the son of the 
company’s founder. said the company will 
honor all pending orders and would try to 


fills limited number of new orders 
depending on the availability of raw 


International Crystalis considered one of the 
few remaining makers of crystal products 
based. in the US. ICM expanded. from 
crystals into other electronics in the 1980s, 
following the 1978 death ofthe founder and 
his wate in an airplane crash.
